Senate Democrats

An assault weapons ban won’t be 
in the gun- control legislation that 
Democrats bring to the Senate floor 
next month, a decision that means 
the ban’s chances of survival now 
are all but hopeless. 

The ban is the most controver- 
sial firearms restriction that Pres- 
ident Barack Obama and other 
Democrats have pressed for since 
an assault-type weapon was used 
in the December massacre at an 


elementary school in Newtown, 
Conn. Rejection by Congress would 
be a major victory for the National 
Rifle Association and its support- 
ers and a setback for Obama and 
the provision’s sponsor, California 
Sen. Dianne Feinstein. 

In a tactical decision. Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
D-Nev., concluded that includ- 


ing the prohibition in the gun bill 
would jeopardize the chances for 
passage of any firearms legislation 
at all, taking away votes that would 
be needed to overcome Republican 
attempts to block the Senate from 
even taking up the issue. 

Feinstein’s proposal to pro- 
hibit military-style weapons will 
still get a vote as an amendment 


to the gun legislation that Dem- 
ocrats debate. But she is all but 
certain to need 60 votes from the 
100-member Senate to prevail, and 
she faces solid Republican oppo- 
sition as well as likely defections 
from some Democrats. 

Reid told reporters that “using 
the most optimistic numbers,” there 
were less than 40 votes for Fein- 
stein’s ban. That is far less than the 
60 votes needed to move contested 
legislation in the chamber, which 
has 53 Democrats plus two inde- 
pendents who usually back them. 

“I’m not going to try to put some- 
thing on the floor that won’t suc- 
ceed,” Reid said. “I want something

l8-year-old defiant 
as judge rules in 
school shooting case 

Chardon, Ohio 

Wearing a T-shirt with “kill- 
er” scrawled across it, a teenag- 
er cursed and gestured obscenely 
as he was given three life sentenc- 
es Tuesday for shooting to death 
three students in an Ohio high 
school cafeteria. 

T.J. Lane, 18, had pleaded guilty 
last month to shooting at students 
in February 2012 at Chardon High 
School, east of Cleveland. Investi- 
gators have said he admitted to the 
shooting but said he didn’t know 
why he did it. 

Before the case went to adult 
court last year, a juvenile court 
judge ruled that Lane was mental- 
ly competent to stand trial despite 
evidence he suffers from halluci- 
nations, psychosis and fantasies. 

Lane was defiant during the 
sentencing, smiling and smirking 
throughout. At one point, he turned 
toward where his own family mem- 
bers and those of the slain teenag- 


ers were sitting and spoke suddenly, 
surprising even his lawyer. 

“The hand that pulls the trigger 
that killed your sons now mastur- 
bates to the memory,” he said, then 
cursed at and raised his middle fin- 
ger toward the victims’ relatives. 

A student who was wounded in 
the rampage dismissed the outburst. 

“He said it like a scared little 
boy and couldn’t talk slow enough 
that anyone could understand him,” 
said Nate Mueller, who was nicked 
in the ear in the shooting. 

Prosecutors say Lane took a 


.22-caliber pistol and a knife to 
the school and fired 10 shots at a 
group of students in the cafeteria. 
Daniel Parmertor and Demetrius 
Hewlin, both 16, and Russell King 
Jr., 17, were killed. 

Life imprisonment without 
parole was the maximum sen- 
tence Lane faced. Geauga County 
Common Pleas Judge David Fuhry 
also gave Lane sentences totaling 
37 additional years for attempt- 
ed murder and felonious assault 
and using a weapon in the crimes.

India Advances Anti-Rape Law 


Officials push reform 
as violence against 
women inereases 


New Delhi 

The Indian Parliament’s lower 
house passed a landmark law Tues- 
day that sets tougher penalties for 
rapists and police who refuse to 
file a woman’s complaint of rape, 
as well as criminalizing sexual 
offenses such as stalking, voyeur- 
ism and acid attacks. 

The amendments to the law 
incorporate some sweeping chang- 
es demanded after the fatal gang 
rape of a student in New Delhi in 
December, an incident that sparked 
a nationwide outcry. 

Despite the unprecedented pro- 
tests that galvanized tens of thou- 
sands of Indians, the incidents of 
sexual assault have not diminished. 

“I wish to state that we are 
enacting the strict law to act as 
a deterrent,” said Home Minister 
Sushilkumar Shinde. 

The new law, which the upper 
house is expected to pass, sets 
a maximum penalty of death in

Because of the issues, officials 
said they could not offer a defini- 
tive date for opening the $112 mil- 
lion bus-and-train hub, already two 
years behind schedule.

The structure at Colesville Road 
and Wayne Avenue was designed 
as a central transit hub for bus- 
es, Metrorail and MARC trains 
in the heart of Silver Spring.

“The problems are myriad and 
complex,” David Dise, the county’s 
director of general services, said 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The report, commissioned by the 
county from KCE Structural Engi- 
neers, said “errors and omissions” 
by the designer. Parsons Brincker- 
hoff; the general contractor, Foulg- 


er-Pratt; an inspections firm, Robert 
B. Balter Co.; and other subcontrac- 
tors contributed to the current con- 
dition of the facility. 

Of particular concern is the 
strength of the concrete used in 
portions of the center, which was to 
handle the daily stresses and loads 
produced by hundreds of buses 
and other vehicles. While the con- 
tract called for a strength of 8,000 
pounds per square inch, tests done 
by the consultant showed a strength 
of only 6,970 psi. 

Most alarming was the dis- 
covery of the absence of support- 
ing steel within a concrete ramp 
designed for bus traffic. “Regardless 
of other deficiencies on the project, 
this defect results in an unusable 
facility — a significant safety haz- 
ard,” a summary of the report said.

Wars’ Debts Run Deep 


If history is any judge, 
the U.S. government will 
be paying for the Iraq 
and Afghanistan wars for 
the next century as service 
members and their families 
grapple with the sacrifices of 
combat. An Associated Press 
analysis of millions of federal 
payment records identified 
disability and survivor 
benefits, and even found that 
the government is still making 
monthly payments to relatives 
of Civil War veterans — 148 
years after the conflict ended. 

As the nation marks the 10 -year anni- 
versary of the start of the Iraq war, 
the government is paying more than 
$40 billion a year to compensate vet- 
erans and survivors from the Span- 
ish-American War, World Wars I and 
II, the Korean War, the Vietnam War, 
the two Iraq wars and the Afghani- 
stan conflict. And those costs are ris- 
ing rapidly. 

With more troops surviving com- 
bat injuries because of improvements 
in battlefield medicine, the costs of dis- 
ability payments are set to rise. 

Sen. Patty Murray, D-Wash, said 
such expenses should remind the nation 
about war’s long-lasting financial toll. 

“When we decide to go to war, we 
have to consciously be also thinking 
about the cost,” Murray 
said. 



Modern Wars 

The post-service com- 
pensation costs of the wars in Iraq, 
Afghanistan and the first Persian Gulf 
conflict in the early 1990s have totaled 
more than $50 billion since 2003, not 
including expenses of medical care and 
other benefits provided to veterans, 
and are poised to grow for years to 
come. The new veterans are filing for 
disabilities at historic rates, with 
about 45 percent of those from Iraq 
and Afghanistan seeking compensa- 
tion for injuries.

Vietnam War 

Forty years since the U.S. 
ended its involvement in 
the Vietnam War, pay- 
ments for the conflict are still rising. 
While many disabled Vietnam vets have 
been compensated for post-traumatic 
stress disorder, hearing loss or general 
wounds, other ailments are positioning 
the war to have large costs even after 
veterans die. Based on an uncertain 
link to Agent Orange, officials a decade 
ago approved diabetes as an ailment 
that qualifies for cash compensation 
— and it is now the most compensat- 
ed ailment for Vietnam vets. 

World War I, 

World War II 
and the 
Korean War 

World War I, which ended 94 years ago, 
still costs taxpayers about $20 million 
a year. World War II? $5 billion. Com- 
pensation for WWII veterans and fam- 
ilies peaked in 1991 — 46 years after 
the war ended — and annual costs have 
declined by about 25 percent. Kore- 
an War costs appear to be leveling off 
at about $2.8 billion per year. Of the 
2,289 survivors drawing cash linked to 
WWI, about one-third are spouses. For- 
ty-seven spouses are younger than 80, 
meaning they weren’t born until after 
the war ended. Many of those women 
were in their 20s and 30s when their 
spouses died, and they’ve been draw- 
ing the payments since, mike baker (ap) 


Even a Century Later 

There are 10 living recipients of benefits 
tied to the 1898 Spanish-American War 
at a cost of about $50,000 peryear. Civil 
War payments — $876 per year each — 
are going to two unnamed children of 
veterans. Their ages suggest that the 
Civil War veterans would have fathered 
a child at70 or 80. That’s not unheard 
of. Juanita Tudor Lowrey’s father, a Civil 
War veteran, was 73 when he married her 
33-year-old mother in 1920. Lowrey, 86, 
said her father died a couple years after 
she was born, and she received pension 
benefits until she was 18. (ap)
